"We work hard all year fundraising so that we 
can add to our children's learning with arts and humanity 
programs," Higgins said. "Thanks to [the Mattapoisett 
PTA's] Debra Nettles, we have amazing programs such 
as the Museum of Science Boston Traveling Program with 
the Star Lab for the sixth-graders and Electromagnetism 
for K through third graders, and the New England 
Percussion Ensemble came to both Center and Old 
Hammondtown.

where she and eight other teammates also earned the 
right to compete in the USA Gymnastics Women's 
Collegiate National Championships from April 12-14 in 
Shreveport, Louisiana.

of activities and websites they may visit; parents need to 
educate themselves and build in safeguards. 

The Internet is not innocuous. The FBI and the 
Attorney General's office both have information on their 
websites giving a clear look into the types of crimes that 
insidiously befall kids and how to protect against such 
problems. But time and again on these websites and 
others, parents were warned to be involved. The enormity 
of Internet safety concerns is evident with both the 
Attorney General's office and the FBI providing specific 
guidance to parents. 

The Attorney General's website proclaims, 
"Anyone — those with good intentions as well as those 
with intent to do harm — can dip into your virtual bucket 
and search for your information years from now." The 
website goes on to state, "It could be an identity thief or 
any other kind of predator, or anyone in your life who 
wants to lash out at you, can cause harm." 

And yet the Internet is a tool that is so deeply 
enmeshed in our lives that we can't operate efficiently 
without it. So, what can a parent do? 

Some of the suggested safeguards from these 
websites include: keeping computers in common areas 
versus behind closed doors, knowing passwords, setting 
blockers to keep out objectionable materials, monitoring 
phone bills and credit card statements for unknown 
numbers or charges and becoming computer literate. 

One local father said he uses Net Nanny, a

software tool that allows parents to track all electronic 
communications . 

''The amount of information received can be 
overwhelming/' he said, "but you have to worry about all 
of it." 

Another father said, 'T have my daughter's 
passwords. She knows at any time I can check what she 
has posted or received." Although that might sound like a 
threat to a teenager, additional dialogue assured this girl 
that her father simply wanted to protect her. 

A young mother thought her child wasn't old 
enough yet for Internet safety to be a real concern. "But I 
know I'll have to put something in place soon," she said. 

Sooner rather than later is the key. Because 
kids are astoundingly more computer literate than their 
parents, it becomes even more imperative for parents to 
bridge the gap any way they can. 

Last December, Old Rochester Regional High 
School hosted a meeting to help parents navigate the 
dos and don'ts of Internet use. Principal Michael Devoll 
told me, "We geared the information for non-tech savvy 
parents." 

Parents were told how critical it is for 
transparency. "If their teenager has a Facebook page, we 
told them to be 'friended,' or a Twitter account so they 
could get the messages, too," Devoll said. He noted that 
the school has a policy for using the Internet while in the 
building, and that same policy would work well at home.

that for young people heading to college, understanding

suggested holding a workshop for local contractors on the 
bidding process to bring in more local bidding for town 
repairs out to bid. 

Jim Quigley, Deputy District Director for 
Congressman William Keating, addressed the board and 
said that he was visiting all of the towns in the district and 
wanted residents to know that Rep.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

"Did the Energy Management Committee follow 
the proper procedures in submitting the bylaws?'' Ryder 
asked, scolding the EMC for its lack of transparency 

"Our duty as members of this Board is to follow 
the law," North followed up. "We have still not received 
notice from the Board of Selectmen. I question whether 
we can even have a public hearing at this point." 

EMC member and scientist Jennifer Francis was 
skeptical in response. 

"All along, we've been working very openly," she 
said. "No one has ever said we needed to do anything 
differently. I really don't know what to say. What has 
changed? I felt like we were very close. We wouldn't have 
put this much effort into the Town Meeting if we didn't 
think we could do it." 

Ryder at one point called the procedural conflict a 
"fatal flaw." Signaling uncertainty for the bylaw's fate, he 
used the same phrase in bemoaning the lack of a special 
permit process for ground-mounted solar installations 
on residential lots, citing aesthetics and potential land 
devaluation. Both of these concerns were dismissed as 
alarmist speculation by EMC members in attendance, who 
wondered whether solar panels would be more unsightly 
than junk cars, lobster traps, boats and RVs. 

"Delay is the deadliest form of denial, and that's 
what I feel like I'm listening to here," member Norman 
Hills said. "There are no surprises or secrets here. We're 
not trying to ramrod anything. We're not talking about

paving the town in solar panels. I don't think we're ever 
going to agree on everything/' 

''My response to that. Norm," Ryder shot back, 
"is we had a deal, and you didn't stand by the deal. It's 
the 11th hour, and you're trying to put something forth 
for the Town Meeting that the Energy Management 
Committee and Planning Board don't agree on. I am a 
proponent of solar energy, but I don't think we should 
have a bylaw just because we don't have a bylaw." 

While North was stringent in his opposition to the 
Solar Bylaw, arguing that it be thrown out and replaced 
with one authored by the Planning Board, Ryder would 
ultimately soften his stance.

wetland that runs behind all of the lots in the area. The 
Commission reviewed the plans and noted that a stream 
near the wetland was not shown on the drawings. The 
Commission asked Churchill to rework the drawings 
to show the stream and determine whether a shed on 
the property, near the wetland, would be relocated or 
removed.

The 
Commission thanked Davis for her initial plans and will 
work with her to improve the area. 

The Commission also had an appointment 
with Frank Cerkovitz regarding his Chapter 61A land 
conversion update. Cerkovitz has agricultural land with a 
water flow which he plans to divert to another area. 

"We're trying to move the water in another 
direction/' Cerkovitz said. 

The Commission told the applicant that they 
weren't familiar with the details of the Chapter 61A 
requirements and filing needs, and that they would 
contact the individuals Cerkovitz worked with to learn 
more about the project. 

"We haven't seen something like this before/' 
Commissioner Norman Hills said. "We want to learn 
more about what the requirements are for this project." 

Officials Approve Steeppass Change 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Nick Walecka 

The Conservation Commission approved a 
change from timber piles to a concrete block footing on 
the future construction of an Alaskan steeppass fishway at 
the Hathaway Pond Dam in Rochester. The new fishway 
has been designed to help improve the flow of river 
herring upstream for spawning. 

Tom Cook and Walter Hartley, who are 
both involved with the project, appeared before the 
Commission, and cited the discovery of underground 
rock at the site where the timber piles were to be driven. 
The Commission unanimously decided to approve the 
change. 

"They discovered a basically concrete rubble and 
course material bottom," Cook said. "It was 18 inches to 
two feet thick. It was completely unexpected, but it was 
there." 

Cook added that the investigation of the site 
where the rock was discovered took about six hours, and 
that no work has taken place since then. He said that the 
Massachusetts Division of Marine Fisheries had already 
accepted the concrete block foundation. 
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April 5 was the original date set for the expected 
completion of the project, which the parties now hope to 
complete by April 15, the projected date of the herring 
run. 

"Fm concerned by the herring coming up there 
now, but that's for you guys to decide,'' Commission 
member Kevin Cassidy said. 

Cook and Hartley said that they hope to start the 
project Monday, April 8, but that it shouldn't take more 
than three to five days to complete. 

"The earlier we start, the more likely that we are 
going to get it done in time," Hartley said. 

Members of the Commission expressed their 
support for the project and for the changes to it.

John Scanlon of Scanlon Construction, LLC in 
Middleboro represented the Smiths at the appeal. Scanlon 
said that the addition would be in the back of the home 
and invisible from the street. 

"It's nice for the kids to know their parents are 
right next door and that they're safe," said Scanlon. 
Neighbors vouched for the Smiths, citing a solid 
relationship with them. 

Finally, the Board approved motion to grant 
a special permit to Laurie and George Buler for the 
operation of a horseback-riding academy at 152 Marion 
Road in Rochester. They also approved a permit for 
construction to a preexisting structure that houses 12 
horses; the Buler 's want to add three more horse stalls to 
it. 

The Board granted the approval for the business 
under the conditions that the number of employees be 
limited to no more than five, that the hours of operation 
be set between 8:00 am and 7:00 pm, that they limit the 
number of horses to 12, that all parking be off -road, and 
that any signage shall be in accordance with town bylaws.

Recent media reporting on the objectives and 
agendas of Marion's Energy Management Committee, 
EMC, requires a pause for scrutiny and comment 
regarding the impact of this Committee's activities on 
Marion.

commercial solar farm project. At this point, commercial 
solar farms are not allowed in Marion. If such projects are 
to be allowed, a two-thirds majority Town Meeting vote 
approving zoning changes would be required. Solar farms 
should be allowed only in commercially and industrially 
zoned districts by Planning Board special permit and 
site plan approval. This is just good zoning public policy 
consistent with Marion's zoning requirements for all 
commercial projects. Solar farms should not be treated 
any differently than any other commercial industrial 
project. The EMC would like a ''favored nations" status 
for such projects to meet the requirements of the Green 
Communities' designation and to construct a privately- 
owned solar garden on the Town's environmentally 
sensitive landfill. 

At this juncture, it's apparent that there are 
a number of significant issues all intertwined like a 
bowel of spaghetti and the issues are: (1) zoning, (2) 
Green Communities' designation criteria and (3) siting a 
privately-owned commercial solar garden on the Town's 
landfill. 

The State's Green Communities program is 
strictly voluntary. Marion elects to participate in the 
program if it's determined the benefits exceed the burdens 
for the Town and its citizens. For Marion, the direct and 
indirect cost to the Town and school can easily range 
from $300,000 to $500,000 before grants are received. This 
becomes the breakeven point or hurdle rate necessary

This hurdle rate does not consider the cost to meet "stretch 
building code'' requirements that must be adopted as part 
of the Town's qualifying criteria. 

What exactly does qualifying for the State's 
Green Communities' designation provide Marion? The 
answer is simple: (1) intangible "bragging rights" that 
Marion is a Green Community and (2) allowance for 
Marion to participate competitively with other designated 
communities for grants which in the aggregate by state 
statute are limited to $10 million. Grants can only be 
spent on a very limited list of selected environmentally 
green projects. It's a community competitive "beauty 
contest" for limited grant money. Only about 30 percent 
of the State's 351 municipalities now qualify for the Green 
Communities' designation. There is a reason for this low 
community participation rate too. 

It's very difficult for smaller communities 
such as Marion to qualify for Green Communities' 
designation and to find Town projects that will qualify 
for grant money. First, it is a very, very expensive and 
administratively burdensome state program for small 
communities such as Marion. The administrative and 
capital costs and other qualifying requirements are 
extremely high in relationship to the benefits received. 
Secondly, Marion, due to its small size, does not have a 
Green Communities' qualifying capital requirements base 
large enough to effectively utilize any grant money that

There are five criteria that Marion must meet 
in order to qualify for the State's Green Communities' 
designation. 

1. Stretch building code adopted by a majority 
vote at Town Meeting; 

2. "Matter of right" zoning for selected alternative 
energy such as solar farms, requiring a two-thirds 
majority Town Meeting vote; 

3. Expedited permitting process, again requiring a 
two-thirds majority Town Meeting vote;

Don Wilding, Co-founder of the Cape Cod 
nonprofit, Beston Society, and author of the book,

to ever influence her writing. 

Wilding, 52, published his own book, Henry 
Beston's Cape Cod, in 2003, shortly after co-founding the 
nonprofit Beston Society with his wife, Nita. The Beston 
Society is based in North Eastham, just a few miles from 
where Beston walked the outer beach, and has sponsored 
and / or taken part in lectures, theater productions and 
exhibits on the Cape. Wilding and the Beston Society are 
now producing a documentary film about Beston's story 
and his influence on the Cape Cod National Seashore, 
in association with filmmaker Christopher Seufert and 
Mooncusser Films of Chatham.

Room 237, A documentary directed by Rodney Ascher. 
Running time: 102 minutes. No MPAA rating. Available 
on iTunes, video on demand, and in select theaters. 

Everyone who loves movies needs to see Rod- 
ney Ascher 's Room 237, if only to roll their eyes at certain 
points. The documentary is about Stanley Kubrick's 1980 
adaptation of Stephen King's The Shining — not the mak- 
ing of the film, but, really, the deconstruction of it. Ascher 
interviews five theorists who have very different perspec- 
tives on The Shining and what Kubrick was trying to say 
in it. Bill Blakemore thinks the movie is really about the 
genocide of the American Indians. Geoffrey Cocks opines 
that it's really about the Holocaust. Juli Kearns makes 
much of the supposed minotaur imagery and points out 
the ''impossible" architecture of the haunted Overlook 
Hotel. Jay Weidner thinks the film was Kubrick's ac- 
knowledgment that he helped NASA fake the moon land- 
ing. John Fell Ryan talks about projecting The Shining run- 
ning forwards and backwards, an experiment that yields 
some memorably weird and oddly beautiful images. 

The first order of business might be to ask. Why 
this film? Why not another ghost movie from the same 
year, like The Changeling? Why not another Stephen King 
adaptation, like The Dead Zone? Why not another Kubrick 
film — ah, but there we answer part of the question, be- 
cause a cursory surf around the web will unearth count- 
less deep-dish analyses or close readings of practically 
every Kubrick film. His swan song. Eyes Wide Shut, for 
instance, is really Kubrick telling dark truths about the 
Illuminati, who promptly assassinated him days after he 
finished it. Well, at least a guy on the internet says so. I 
think the same guy also says Lady Gaga is an Illuminati 
tool. He'd probably find Illuminati stuff in The Shining, 
too. 

The thing is, you can find anything you want 
to see in any movie. Rodney Ascher could as well have 
found five people who discovered profound meanings 
in Dude, Where's My Car? But The Shining is the perfect 
launching pad for a movie about obsessive film theorists 
because Kubrick in general attracts theories like lint and 
this film in particular is perhaps his most stubbornly 
mystifying work. Pauline Kael's review noted the film's 
many "deliberate time dislocations." Stephen King him- 



self didn't like or understand the movie, and still doesn't. 
Years later. King would show how little he understood 
what made not only Kubrick's film but his own book 
work, and wrote a terribly boring TV adaptation of The 
Shining, a clip of which we see in Room 237. The majority 
of the footage here, of course, comes from the Kubrick 
version, as well as from all his other films. 

Some of it I enjoyed; some of it I'd heard (or read) 
before; some of it made my eyes glaze over and made me 
want to revisit The Shining. In form. Room 237 is more of 
a video essay than a documentary; the video essay is, to 
these eyes, an unfortunate bastard child of the close-read- 
ing film review, apparently made by people who don't 
like to write, for people who don't like to read. Copious 
use of other people's work is an easy bonus for the video 
essayist. Room 237 also doesn't show the five theorists 
onscreen — we just hear their voices — which tends to 
emphasize the "text" of what they're saying instead of 
offering an Errol Morris-type study of five obsessives 
fondling Kubrick's film like the blind men touching the 
elephant in the ancient fable. It's a pillar! No, it's a snake! 

Kubrick himself preferred to let his movies speak 
for themselves, which for some viewers creates a void 
they rush to fill. Amusingly, Kubrick's former assistant 
Leon Vitali, who was there at the time, scoffed at many of 
the theorists' claims in a recent New York Times interview. 
Sometimes a typewriter is just a typewriter, even if it 
changes color; sometimes a chair that's there in one shot 
and gone in a later shot is just a continuity goof. Directors 
— especially those who started before the advent of home 
video — are far less concerned with editing gaffes than 
many would suspect. "That's the only usable shot, and 
that's the shot we're using" is what most disappearing- 
chair mysteries boil down to. Directors hope the narrative 
will move you past the small errors, but of course when a 
movie is available to watch again and again in your living 
room, the disappearing chair becomes noticeable. 

I've seen The Shining more than a few times 
myself. What do I think it's about? My take, briefly: it's 
another chapter in Kubrick's epic, decades-long doctoral 
thesis about the ongoing folly of man. Jack Torrance (man) 
has always been the caretaker (murderer). King, an active 
alcoholic when he wrote the book, meant the story to il- 
lustrate generational, genetic frailty (Jack's father was an 
abusive drunk). Kubrick took that and magnified it into 
a statement about the timeless rivers of blood (redrum) 
running through human history. The theories about the 
Indian genocide and the Holocaust would seem to fit 
neatly inside mine, but I'm going to do us both a favor 
and let the moon-landing thing pass in silence.

took to writing fairy tales and eventually found the peace 
of mind he was looking for on Cape Cod's outer beach. 
In so doing, he not only found himself as a writer, but 
his prose from The Outermost House found its way into 
National Park Service reports about Cape Cod that sealed 
its establishment as a national treasure. 

Wilding will be available to sign copies of his 
book, along with copies of the DVD, "Henry Beston's 
Cape Cod: Meditations of the Outer Beach." The DVD, 
a fundraiser for the documentary film project, includes 
samples of interviews and scenic footage that have been 
gathered so far.
